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LABORATORY  FACILITIES.— None  in  your  area  ; the 
County  Council  will  deal  with  swabs,  sputum  and  similar  laboratory 
requirements  in  their  County  Laboratory  at  the  request  of  any 
medical  practioner.  Examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  is 

managed  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Police. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases.  Not  at  present  satisfactory;  Skegness 
U.D.  have  arranged  to  take  any  infectious  diseases,  but 
with  no  ambulance  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  they  could 
reach  there. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  Cases.  The  Red  Cross  provide  an  am- 
bulance garaged  in  your  area,  which  can  be  used  on 
application  ; hand  stretchers  are  kept  at  the  Police 
Station  and  can  be  promptly  procured.  This  is,  in  my 
opinion,  sufficient  and  satisfactory. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES  —None  in 
your  area  ; the  County  Council  have  them  scattered  in  the  County.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER — 40%  of  houses  avail  themselves  of  the  public 
supply,  owned  by  your  Council  : some  defect  in  the  supply  was 
detected  as  emanating  from  the  Reservoir  : when  this  was  cleaned  the 
water,  when  tested,  showed  purity.  You  are  considering  replacing 
the  somewhat  slightly  pervious  cover  with  concrete,  which  in  my 
opinion  is  a most  satisfactory  step  to  take.  Analyses  of  the  water 
are  now  carried  out  monthly. 

SUPPLY  of  the  OTHER  HOUSES— From  wells  and 
pumps.  Phis  is  not  wholly  satisfactory  as  risk  of  pollution  is  liable 
to  occur  in  shallow  wells,  and  supervision  of  purity  of  several  small 
supplies  is  difficult  to  thoroughly  undertake. 

DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE — After  much  deliberation 
revised  tenders  for  work  are  about  to  be  obtained  and  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  This  should  result  in  a 
satisfactory  effluent  and  the  Wold  Grift  Drain  should  not  be 
polluted  by  the  Council’s  Sewerage. 

WOLD  GRIFT  DRAIN — This  runs  through  the  Town, 
and  at  times  smells  in  the  Summer.  Apparently  nothing  can 
be  done  with  this  as  the  Commissioners  of  Sewers  have  jurisdiction 
over  it  : their  business  (according  to  some  of  their  officials)  is  to 

remove  obstructions,  consequently  it  cannot  ever  be  flushed  out  by 
damming  the  water  up.  Last  Summer  the  Chairman  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  was  allowed  (after  very  much  trouble)  to  get  this 
done  at  your  expense  ; the  point,  to  my  mind,  is  that  either  the 
Commissioners  of  Sewers  should  clean  it  out,  when  necessary,  or 
allow  the  Council  to  do  it  (I  don’t  mind  which,  so  long  as  it  is  done 
when  necessary).  In  days  gone  by,  when  the  drainage  rates  were 
in  pence  instead  of  pounds,  I can  remember  men  periodically  going 
into  the  drain,  sweeping  it  out,  and  periodically  flushing  it  by 
damming  , this  should  be  allowed  to  be  done  now  bv  someone 

when  necessary.  As  a rate-payer  I say  that  the  drainage  rates  are 
high  enough. 

CLOSE!  ACCOMMODATION  — 365  water  closets  are 
in  the  district,  this  includes  37  hand-flushed  as  opposed  to  mains 
flushed,  371  pail  closets  and  97  privy  vaults.  Compared  with  last 
year  water  closets  have  increased  by  25  : pail  closets  have  decreased 
by  19  and  privies  have  decreased  by  16.  This  can  apparently  be 
satisfactorily  explained,  seeing  that  24  of  the  28  new  houses  built 
were  replacements  under  the  Slum  Clearance  regulations. 
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SCAVENGING — Ashes  removed  fortnightly.  The  47 
uncovered  ashpits  should  be  dispenced  with  and  bins  substituted, 
and  houses  with  no  bins  should  be  made  to  provide  them.  In  cases 
with  large  families  the  bins  may  need  to  be  emptied  weekly  ; and  it 
would  be  an  attraction  if  both  pails  and  bins  could  be  dealt  with 
weekly. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  be  controlled 
by  Byelaws  and  Regulations. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES— One  in  the  district  : 
apparently  has  been  satisfactorily  conducted. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS,  TENTS  AND  VANS— 
There  are  still  one  or  two  Caravans  in  the  area.  Some  dwellers  in 
vans  and  disused  stables  complained  of  previously  have  sought 
other  residences. 

Schools — Mumps  occurred  in  an  epidemic  form  for  some 
months  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  in  my  opinion  came  from 
Willoughby  and  was  due  to  the  fact  that  contacts  attended  School. 
The  Education  rules  are  that  contacts  need  not  be  excluded  “unless 
the  medical  man  in  attendance  orders  otherwise.”  If  there  is  no 
medical  man,  and  the  schoolmaster  only  quotes  a part  of  the  regu- 
lations, Infectious  Disease  cannot  be  confined  to  its  point  of  origin 
in  my  opinion.  As  a doctor,  whenever  I was  consulted  I advised 
exclusion  and  hence,  in  some  cases  caused  dissatisfaction,  which  did 
not  matter  to  me.  Measles  also  occurred  later  in  the  year,  and 

for  this  I closed  the  Infants’  department  for  a fortnight. 

How  infectious  diseases  can  be  prevented  from  spreading 
with  large  centralised  schools  I cannot  see,  as  the  separate  village 
children  are  mixed  in  classes,  in  play  and  in  bus  locomotion  to 
perhaps  a somewhat  lesser  extent. 

If  by  this  method  country  children  are  being  provided  with 
urban  amenities  re  education,  they  are  apparently  incurring  the 
risk  of  urban  disadvantages. 

BAKEHOUSES. — 12  in  the  area,  kept  in  satisfactory  con- 
dition. No  underground  bakehouses. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES.— 5,  generally  satisfactory. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. — 2 sheep  and  1 lamb  were  sur- 
rendered. 2578  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year.  A 
number  of  the  pigs  slaughtered  were  sent  to  away  markets. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.— 2 places  fcr  frying  fish.  1 
manure  works.  1 F'ellmonger  and  Wool  Dealer. 

Some  attention  to  detail  has  to  be  paid,  especially  in  the  warmer 
months,  to  obviate  any  excess  of  nuisance,  and  even  working  in  lime 
does  not  invariably  keep  flies  away.  As  I have  said  previously,  if 
there  is  no  offence  in  an  offensive  trade,  its  title  is  a misnomer. 
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Cowsheds. — 9 on  the  register.  18  inspections.  Dairies 
and  milkshops,  same  number  and  same  inspections.  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  inspection  once  in  6 months  is  far  from  ample,  and  I 
should  suggest  monthly  inspections.  The  Local  Authority  is  respon- 
sible for  cleanliness  of  the  places  and  of  the  animals,  and  the  oftener 
inspection  occurs  the  more  attractive  should  the  places  and  animals 
be  kept.  As  milk  is  in  the  bulk  of  instances  consumed  raw,  much 
attention  to  detail  is  desirable. 


Housing  Conditions. — The  Council  built  24  houses 
under  the  Slum  Clearance  scheme,  and  4 have  been  built  by  private 
enterprise.  The  population  can  be  regarded  as  stationary,  hence 
there  should  not  be  any  real  housing  shortage  in  the  area.  When 
the  condemned  houses  are  dealt  with  I should  recommend  a 
thorough  survey  of  the  “borderline”  houses,  and  these  should  be 
compelled  to  be  repaired  when  necessary,  or  in  default  otherwise 
dealt  with.  Practically  every  family  has  a house  to  itself.  There 
are  very  few  families  who  can  be  described  as  lodgers. 


Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. — Seeing  that 
the  population  is  stationary,  more  houses  are  apparently  not  needed. 
The  law  of  the  land  deals  with  houses  (either  by  demolition  or  re- 
conditioning), If  some  landlords  had  been  in  the  past  alive  to  their 
responsibilities,  these  measures  might  not  have  been  necessary. 


OVERCROWDING. — If  present,  only  to  a very  limited  extent. 

FITNESS  OF  FiOUSES. — I can  only  repeat  that  I think  it 
eminently  desirable  that  every  house  should  have  separate  closet  and 
ashpit  accommodation.  Sinks  for  washing  up  need  attention  in 
cases  where  they  are  absent.  Adequate  internal  water  supply, 
Absence  of  sinks,  and  to  a less  extent,  the  pail  and  privy  system  in 
use,  need  attention,  seeing  that  the  Council  owns  and  controls  the 
main  water  supplv. 

UNHEALTHY  AREAS.— N one  to  my  knowledge.

in  my  last  report  still  applies,  and  I have  nothing  to  add  or  retract. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION.— This 

is  still  being  discussed”,  and  the  sooner  some  scheme  managed  by 
the  County  Council,  or  some  joint  board  is  brought  into  being  the 
better.  Your  district  for  some  years  has  been  free  from  infectious 
diseases,  but  that  does  not  say  you  may  not  have  to  make  provision 
in  the  future.  The  Ministry  of  Health  decided  that  an  arrange- 
ment with  a larger  Sanitary  Authority  to  take  cases  from  a smaller 
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authority  was  not  deemed  to  be  a satisfactory  arrangement.  I should 
have  thought  this  to  be  quite  satisfactory  (and  economical)  for  an 
authority  such  as  yours,  but  it  is  not.  However,  to  safeguard  our- 
selves during  the  interval,  you  got  Skegness  Urban  Council  to  take 
your  infectious  cases.  However,  they  have  no  ambulance  to  fetch 
them,  and  how  we  could  remove  them  without  a fever  ambulance  I 
do  not  know.  I suppose  I should  recommend  you  (although  I can- 
not on  the  ground  of  expense)  to  provide  an  ambulance  for  infectious 
cases.  This  would  practically  be  idle  and  would  be  subject  to 
licence,  insurance  and  garage  charges.  It  could  not  be  licenced 
when  needed,  as  time  is  required  to  get  licences,  insurance,  drivers 
and  so  forth  ; hence  valuable  time  would  be  wasted  when  the  emer- 
gency arose. 

DISINFECTION — Rooms  and  clothing  are  disinfected  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  illness  in  Infectious  Diseases  and  Tuber- 
culosis. Also  in  other  cases  when  requested  by  the  medical 
practitioner  in  attendance.  There  is  no  disinfector  using  super- 
heated steam — (e.g.  A Washington  Lyons). 

GENERAL  REMARKS — Apart  from  Mumps  and  Measles 
touched  on  earlier  in  this  report,  the  district  has  been  healthy. 

Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  enclosed  as  required. 


In  conclusion,  I respectfully  beg  leave  to  thank  the 
Council  for  the  support  they  have,  and  invariably  always  have 
extended  to  me  in  endeavouring  to  further  the  Public  Health 
Conditions  of  the  district,

HOUSING — 24  houses  have  been  erected  and  are  now  occupied  to 
provide  accommodation  for  persons  displaced  under  Clearance  Area 
Schemes.  20  others  are  nearing  completion,  which  will  be  required 
under  existing  and  further  Clearance  Area  Schemes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. — A test  of  the  sewers  for  infiltration 
and  defects  has  been  made  and  a report  on  the  same  made  to  the  engin- 
eers, which  was  very  satisfactory  to  them,  and  the  work  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  alteration  to  the  existing  sewage  works  may  be  com- 
menced in  a few  months  time. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. — The  decrease  in  the  number  of 
animals  killed  is  due  to  there  being  no  London  trade  owing  to  the  death 
of  the  trader  in  small  pigs.
